In the Braiton winntj (W. Va.) jail 


,jas been confined, for almost a year, a 
man named H. Beasley, who is being 
lerseouted by the rebel element of that 
eotion, and whose case appeals to the 
charitable. In 1862 
this man was re- 


leatedly threatened and assaulted for 
leiog a Union man, and, as a matter of 
safety, entered the Union army, enlist- 
ng in Company F, Tenth West Virginia 
[nfantry. 
IB the same year, while vis- 


ting his home on leave of absence, he 
was assaulted, »n account of his Union 
principles, by two men lamed Fox, and 
in the difficulty one of the Foxes was 
wounded in the leg. 
Beasley returned 


to his company, where he was tried by 
court-martial and acquitted. In 1863 
the records of his case were burned at 
Beverly, all his witnesses being since 
dead or scattered. In 1878 Fox pro- 
cured an indictment against him for as- 
sault with intent to kill in 1862, 16 
years before, and Beasley was arrested 
and lodged in jail, his ten motherless 
children being threwn on the mercy of a 
few friends. 
Ho is very poor and una- 


ble to employ counsel for a proper de- 
fense, the county court refusing to allow 
any order for a fee for that purpose. 
This is not to be wondered at when 
eleven members of the court were 
Secessionists, and three of the eleven 
Confederate officers. 
In the same 


county there are shown by the records 
sixty-nine indictments against rebel 
soldiers for arson, burglary, robbery, 
grand larceny, etc., yet none have been 
prosecuted, but this man, being a Union- 
ist, ia in jail because he cannot got a 
fair trial, a man who volunteered to act 
aa his counsel being assaulted therefor.

lar typhoid fever. As I writt Clarke 
White is being buried and I saw his 
corpse. He suffered terribly, and just 
before he died the blood oozed out of 
his mouth and ears. His tongue turned 
very black and swelled terribly. 
The 


disease is fearfully fatal. I know one 
prominent physician who had twenty- 
nine cases and not on« recovered, though 
all received the most careful treatment. 
The people here are justly terrified at 
the ravages of this fearful malady. God 
knows what it is, but it is causing sor- 
row in many a household, and spreading 
fear throughout the neighborhood from 
which I write. Physicians hope that 
the approaching cool weather will 
check it.

Convention. It was also alleged that 
a portion of the Stato Central Commit- 
tee would refuse the Gubernatorial nom- 
ination to Gen. Butler unless he made 
a substantial contribution to the party 
treasury. Threats of a bolt were freely 
made prior to the organization. 
The 


Convention was finally called to order, 
and Israel W. Andrews was elected 
temporary Chairman and Gen. Horace 
Binley Sargent permanent Chairman. 
Gen. Sargent's address was in favor of 
fiat money, attributing all the business 
distress of the past six years to con- 
traction, and accusing both press and 
pulpit of venality, the latter being on 
the lowest plane. Solon Chase was re 
oeived with great applause. He coun- 
seled the party to act with prudence.
